CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE. 


TWENTY-FOURTH SESSION—THIRTIETH DAY 


SEX ATE, 
Sacramento, February 1, 1881. 
The Senate met at 10 a m., President Mansfield in 
the chair. Roll called ; quorum present. Journal 
of the last meeting read aud approved. 
The Judieiarv Committee rep'-rted hills as follows : 
S. B. Its9, indefinite postponement; S. B. 47, do not 
pass : S. B. *202, indefinite postponement; S. B. 204, 
indefinite postponement; S. ¿s. 209, 210, 223, 224, 
passage. 
The majority of the Committee on Swamp Lands 
recommended that S. B. 49 do not jiass. 
A minority of the committee dissented from the 
above recommendation. 
Mr. Sears, the author cf S. B. b, recommended 
its passage with amendments. 
A message was read from the Governor signifying 
his approval of S. B. 29. 
The following hills were introduced : 
By Mr. H arlan—To rejM.al an Act to provide a 
system of irrigation, to promote rapid drainage »nd 
improve the navigation of the Saciamento and San 
Joaquin rivers. Irrigation. 
By Mr. Skars—Making an appropriation for de­ 
ficiencies for the completion of the branch State 
Prison at Folsom, prior to the thirty-second fiscal 
year. On file. 
‘ By Mr. Ryan—To amend Section 185S of the Po­ 
litical Code. Educa ion. 
By Mr Langford—'To ascertain the will of the 
people of the State of California touching the pro­ 
priety of so changing our public school system as to 
place the education of children more under parental 
control, and to render it less expensive and better 
adapted to the wants of the rising generation than 
is practicable under the present system. Education. 
By Mr. Hittell— An amendment to Section 6, 
Article XI. of the Constitution, to the effect that 
corporations for municipal purposes may be created 
bv genera) or special laws, and that the Legislature 
may provide b\ general laws for the incorporation, 
organization and classification in proportion to the 
p jpulation of cities and towns, which laws may be 
altered, amended or repealed. Cities and towns may 
be inco porated in future whenever a majority of 
the electors voting at any general or special election 
shall wish so to do. Judiciary. 
Also, an amendment to Section 7 of the same arti­ 
cle, as follow’s : “ City and county governments may 
be created and consolidated into one municipal gov­ 
ernment, w th one set of officers, and may be incor­ 
porated under general or special laws.” Judiciary. 
The Finance Committee re}*ortcd back bills as fol­ 
lows : S. B. 254, passage : S. B. 140, passage, with 
amendments ; S. B. 176, passage ; S. B. 173, do not 
pass; S. B. 151, be re referred to Committee on Cor­ 
porations ; S. B. 236, passage. 
The Senate took up the second-reading file as fol­ 
lows : 
S. B. 16, to govern the practice of medicine in the 
State of California, and defining who are legal phy­ 
sicians and surgeons (by Mr. Hudson), was taken up. 
M r. Rowbll moved that the bill be re-referred to 
the Hospital Committee. 
Drs. H ow ell, L ampson and P ardke sp o k e against 
the bill, and favored its recommitment. 
Mr. Dickinson thought that the Committee on 
Judiciary was just as competent to consider a bill of 
this character as the Committee on Hospitals. The 
motion to recommit was, in his opinion, a alur on 
the Judiciary Committee 
Mr. Chase opposed the motion. He was in favor 
of the bill, and believed in giving it a fair chance. 
Mr. Cukney also spoke adversely to the motion. 
He advocated the propriety of giving the homeo­ 
pathists as well as the allopathists a chance to make 
a respectable livelihood. 
Mr R yan opposed th e motion. Were the com­ 
mittee to be instructed to report at some early date, 
he would favor a recommitment. 
Mr. J ohnson was in favor of the bill and spoke 
against the motion. He cited facts tending to show 
the relentless persecution which the old school of 
physicians had carried * n against the homeoj>ath- 
ists. The bill, in his opinion, was a good one, and 
he proposed to vote in its favor. 
Sir Kank did not wish further delay, and conse­ 
quently opposed the motion. 
Mr. J ohnston announced himself as hcing against 
the bill. He advocated the advisability of consider­ 
ing it immediately. 
The motion to recommit was lost by a vote of 14 
ayes to 19 noe*. 
Mr. R ow bll moved the indefinite postponement of 
the bill, and gave his reasons therefor. The fact 
that every quack and mountebank in the State was 
opposed to the existing law was conclusive proof 
that its provisions were effective. The proposed 
bill, he thought, wa«* in favor of quackery. 
At the request of Dr. Lampson the reports of the 
Committee on Judlcnry, relative to the pending 
bill, were read. 
Mr. J ohnson said it was evident that the framers 
of the minority report did not know what they were 
writing about. Neither of the -Senators signing the 
report were physicians, and he did not believe they 
had written it. In listening to the remarks of the 
Senator from Fresno, an uninformed person would 
think that the existing law was good and grand, and 
one under w hich no quack could practice medicine in 
the State. He dared the Senator to mention one sin­ 
gle, solitary quack who had been driven from the State. 
The very instances which he had mentioned only 
showed that the law could not be enforced. It was 
inopcrativebccau.se public sentiment was opposed 
to it. The speaker inquired of the gentleman from 
Fresi.-o if it was not a member of the State Society 
who •«<» palmed off a bogus osby 
San: Gurí:s. 
To the best of his knowledge that medical gentleman 
was still a member of the State Society, and was 
now practicing medicine in San Francisco. He 
knew* a healing medium in Sacramento who iiad 
p rformed wo derful cures, and there was a Senator 
on the floor whose family had (been cured of sick­ 
ness by one cf these quacks. He had even heard of 
allopaths, homopathists and eclectic physicians who 
had allowed patients to die, and hail even heard of 
lawyers making a mistake. According to our pres­ 
ent law, even the Messiah could be punished if he 
cauie to earth kgain and performed cures without 
a medical diploma. 
Mr. Chase said the general sentiment of the pub­ 
lic was against the existing law. 
Mr. D ickinson said he would vote against, the in­ 
definite postponement of the bill, although he was 
not prepared to say how he would vote on its final 
passage. He was of the opinion that no lawyer 
should be allowed to practice who had not been ad­ 
mitted by a Supreme Court; hut the Senate thought 
d.fferent at the last session, and he didn’t see why 
every one should not he allowed to practice medi­ 
cine as well as law. What wig sauce for the goose 
was sauce for the gander. The professions of law 
and physics went hand in hand, and the same gen­ 
eral principles should apply to both. 
The motion to indefinitely postpone was carried 
by a vole of 17 to 17, the Chair voting aye. 
The following hills were presented : 
By Mr. Sattkrwhitk—To enable San Diego county 
to pay San Bernardino county taxes collected upon 
an en oneous assessment of railroad property. Fi­ 
nance. 
By Mr. H a r la n —To p- event the filling up o f the 
streams, rivers and bays of the State with tailings 
and debris from hydraulic mines. Irrigation 
Also, in relation to parties to and place of trial in 
actions for injuries ansir-g from tailings and debris. 
Irrigation. 
Also, to prevent the running of tailings on the 
lands of another. Irrigation. 
Also, to enable parties in actions to recover dam­ 
ages for injuries from tne flow of tailings. Irriga­ 
tion.By Mr. J ohnson—To amend Section 47 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure, relating to the sessions of 
the Supreme Court. Judiciary. 
The reading of bills on the second reading file was 
resumed, as follows : 
The substitute for Senate Bills Nos. 162 and 1(JS 
was ordered engrossed 
S. B. 30, to amend Section 427 of the Civil Code, 
concerning investments of the capital stock and 
funds of insurance companies (by Mr. Dickinson), 
was taken up. 
Pending discussion the Senate took the usual re­ 
cess. 
A flernoou Session. 
The Senate reassembled at 2 r. w. 
The Committee on Engrossment reported the fol­ 
lowing Senate bills as being correctly engrossed : 
219, 185, 36, 169, 206, 32, 257, 22, 239. 139 and 120. 
Tne Committee on Commerce and Navigation rec­ 
ommended the passage of S. B. 2S6. 
The Committee on Irrigation recommended the 
passage of S. B. 272. 
Mr. Johnston give notice that on to-morrow he 
would move the reconsideration of S. B. 16. 
S. B, 104, to protect and promote the horticult­ 
ural interests of the Sute (by Mr. Baker), was taken 
up as the special order. 
Mr. J ohnston submitted several amendments, 
which were adopted. He also spoke in favor of the 
bill.Mr. Baker advocated the passage of the bill. 
Mr. Ryan objected to its passage on the ground 
that while it was local in its benefits it appropriated 
$10,000 of the State's money per annum. 
51 r. Watson was in favor of letting the Viticult­ 
ura! Commission discharge the functions which the 
hill proposed to repose in a Horticultural Commis­ 
sion.Senators Bakkr and J ohnston signified their will­ 
ingness to have the appropriation stricken out of 
the bill. 
Mr. H ittell read the laws which had bearing on 
the subject, and spoke adversely to the passage of 
the measure. 
Mr. Ryan moved that the bill be indefinitely post­ 
poned. 
Mr. E nos remarked that the bill would be imprac­ 
ticable and inoperative in the event of its becoming 
a law. He thought the correct plan would he to 
leave with each locality the exclusive supervision of 
its own fruit. 
Mr. Kanb opposed the bill. 
Mr. J ohnston offered an amendment to Section 4, 
appropriating not more than $2,000 |»er annum to 
the State Commissioner, and not to exceed 81,000 
per annum to each District Commissioner. Adopted. 
Mr. Enos moved to strike out Section 4, having 
reference to the appropriation. 
The ayes and uoes were called for, but the Chair 
sUted that the Senate being in Committee of the 
Whole, it was not in order to call for the ayes and 
noes. 
By unanimous consent the roll was called on Mr. 
Enos’ mutton, with the following result: Ayes, 20; 
uoes, 12. 
On motion of Mr. Wendell, Section 6 was also 
stricken out. 
Some further amendments were made, after which 
Mr. Baker offered a substitute for the bill. 
After a prolonged debate Mr. Sbars moved that 
the bill be recommitted to the Committee on Agri­ 
culture, with instructions to draft and substitute a 
bill for all. 
Mr. Kane moved as an amendment that the en­ 
acting clause be stricken from the substitute. Ruled 
out of order 
Mr. Sears’ motion was lost. 
Mr Baker’s substitute was adopted by a vote vt 
26 ayes to S noes. 
51r. Enos moved to adjourn Lo6t. 
Several amendments to the substitute were 
adopted. 
Mr. Brown gave notice that on to morrow he 
wou-d move to reconsider the vote bv which 8. 15. 
145 hail been passed.

The bill was ordered engrossed by a vote of 22

draw'» by its author. 
The Committee ou Engrossment reported the cor­ 
rect engrossment of A. B. 183.

Messrs. McCaluon, Del Valle, Kellogg, J ack­ 
son, WniFPLE, McDonald, Platt and Lane advoca­ 
ted the bill, and urged that it he read. McClure, 
Reynolds, May, Uaktson, Frltox and Long were 
adverse to it. 
It was argued by the Democrats who were for the 
hill that the law as it now is was unjust, and im­ 
posed unnecessary trouble upon naturalized citi­ 
zens, and in many instances had caused them to be 
refused registration and the exercise of the ballet ;

M1MC1PAL CORPORATIONS. 
The Assembly Judiciary Committee, of which 
David McClure of San Francisco is Chairman, will 
to-day submit to the Assembly the following re|>ort 
on the organization, incorporation and classification 
of municipal corporations. The problem was re­ 
ferred to hem by the House about two weeks ago. 
A majority of the committee sign this rejiort, and 
the minority *i!l submit an opinion that municipal 
corporations may he clas-ified and organized by 
special bills for each class. Following is the ma­ 
jority opinion, written by Mr. McClure : 
Your Committee on Judiciary, to whom wag re­ 
ferred Assembly Resolution No. 9, have had the 
same under consideiation, and herewith resj*ectful!} 
submit their report thereto. 
The resolution calls for an opinion from your com­ 
mittee upon two propositions: 
Firstr— Whether the provisions of the Constitution for 
the classification, organization and government of 
municipal corporations tnu6t be contained in one bill 
embracing all classes, or whether they may be di­ 
vided into separate bills applicable * to separate 
classes. 
Second—l pon the general scope and meaning of 
Section C, Article XI. of the Constitution relating 
to municipal corporations.! 
We have given as much attention to this subject 
as we have been able, though the many other de­ 
mands upon our time have rendered it imp «tibie 
for us to devote as much time to the consideration 
of it as its importance deserves. In the perform 
ance of this duty we have had the aid of able 
counsel who have kindly volunteered their services, 
and have presented to us the authorities bearing 
upon the questions involved. In the view we take 
of the Constitution, however, it is a matter simply 
of construction. Where the decisions m other States, 
under different c nst A itional provisions, do not ma­ 
terially assist in the interpretation of the peculiar 
language before us—keeping in mind the decisions 
Of our Supreme Court, and the general rules foi the 
m at) uction of constitutions and statutes, we have 
reached the following conclus ons :

enacted under the new Constitution, ther. must be 
provided trie machinery whereby they ¡un elect to 
come under ihe provisions of these gen-.-ral laws. 
This law providing for this machinery uf election, 
and these genera! laws of incorporation, should ho 
embraced in one Act. # This general scheme of 
government shouM embi.ice such genvral provisions 
as may be applicable to all the various classes, anil 
also sue': additional provisions as may n>: be appli­ 
cable to some, hut may he nectssarv for others, 
thus providing fully and completely a comprehen­ 
sive plan for the classification, organization and 
government of *11 the municipal corporations of the 
otate. In most respects all municipal corporations 
are alike; they arc all public corporations to 
which certain powers of 
u 
Leal govern­ 
mental nature are delegated in trust, chiefly 
for the benefit of those who inhabit the 
municipality. Most of these powers may be and 
should be the Same in all the municipalities through­ 
out the State. There must be the pow . r to make, 
interpret and execute regulations concern ing health, 
police, parks, public streets, building*, etc. This 
power must be distributed among legislative, judi­ 
cial and executive officers iu eccordance with the 
American plan of government. So far s these gen­ 
eral outlines are concerned, it is easy enough to 
embody then» in one statut , which sha serve a* an 
“ enabling Act,” a* Chief Justice Marshall terms 
the charters of such corporations,in a u nmion char­ 
ter for all the municipalities in the 8tate. It is 
highly important that this should he d ; •. in order 
that the law may be ns uniform m? j» smI le iu all 
parts of the State, to the end that all the people 
may enjoy equal rights and privileges, and that 
they may readily ascertain what the law is Evi­ 
dently this was the purpose cud the meaning of the 
Constitution.

“ expend $10,000,000 to m ake an im agin­ 
a r y $70,000,000 for a few persons not 
•‘specified.” 
Perhaps th e Bulletin th in k s 
th a t kind of w riting forcible and argu­ 
m entative. 
If so, we are sorry to be com­ 
pelled to disagree w ith our contem porary. 
W hat the Bulletin m eans, or think3 it 
r. eans, by sayiDg th a t the property to be 
created by th e D rainage A ct is “ not for 
“ the S tate,” and is “ im aginary,” we do 
not know-. T h at both these intim ations are 
nonsensical, however, we th in k dem onstra­ 
ble. 
In the first place, it is impossible to 
create new property w hich will not be 
“ for th e S ta te ” in a very real and tangible 
way. 
W hatever 
project adds $70,000,- 
C00 
to 
th e 
w ealth 
of 
the 
State 
adds th a t am ount to th e assessment rolls, 
and by so doing distributes and lightens 
taxation. If th a t is not m aking prosperity 
“ for th e State ”. we do not know w hat is. 
In the second place the use of th e term 
“ im aginary ” in this connection is equally 
inappropriate and absurd. 
N othing, cer­ 
tainly, can be less im aginary th an the re­ 
clam ation of large tracts of land, and 
th eir utilization for agriculture and other 
productive purposes. 
Now th e scheme of 
drainage which has been commenced in ­ 
volves the reclam ation of real property 
which Governor P erkins has very cavciously 
estim ated at $70,00*9,000. W e believe th a t 
if he had said $100,000 000 he would still 
have been well w ithin the m ark, and the 
creation—for it is alm ost a literal creation 
—of this am ount of productive land is as 
certain as anything founded upon scientific 
data can be. 
There is no room for doubt 
about the possibility of adding so much 
w ealth to th e State, and th e m axim um 
am ount stated by the G overnor in his m es­ 
sage as to th e possible cost of th e under­ 
taking would be very cheap for th e gain to 
be derived. 
B ut it is uufair ti* assume 
th a t the work w ill cost $10,000,000. If 
figures are to be used on this, candor de­ 
m ands th at th e low er as well as th e higher 
ones should be stated. 
I t m ay cost less 
than $5,000,000, according to th e engin­ 
eers, and the less it is obstructed th e lower 
the outlay will be. 
T he tru th is th a t this 
one plain consideration, th a t th e w orks 
contem plated will add $70,000 000 to the 
capital of th e State, is sufficient of itself 
to dem onstrate th e wisdom of proceeding 
boldly w ith th e enterprise, and of itself 
answ ers every narrow objection th a t has 
been raised to the principle of general ta x ­ 
ation. 
If an individual or a com m unity 
can m ake $70,000,000 by an expenditure of 
$10,000,000, they are fools if they do not 
euibruce th e opportunity. 


THE 
DESTRUCTION 
OF OUR FORESTS 


An effort should be m ade by tire le g is ­ 
lature to call th e attention of Congress to 
th e rapid destruction of our forests. 
This 
subject has been w ritten upon alm ost to 
weariness, but though a Commissioner of 
Forestry was appointed two years ago, and 
though his first annual report contained a 
great mass of inform ation show ing th e u r­ 
gent need of rem edial legislation, nothing 
has been done to protect, preserve or re­ 
place th e tim ber. 
Tb those who have 
studied the subject few things can appear 
more discouraging th an th e whole tre a t­ 
m ent of this im portant question. 
Selfish­ 
ness, greed, stupidity, ignorance, apathy, 
have been exhibited in tu rn by Congress 
and the people. 
Though it is as certain as 
the changes of the seasons th a t the de­ 
nudation 
of 
th e 
Sierra 
will 
produce 
clim atic and other revolutions m ost disas­ 
trous to the whole people of California ; 
though it is equally certain th at the de­ 
struction of our finest tim ber m ust make 
both building m aterial and fuel dear in the 
near f u tu r e ; through th e conversion of 
our rivers into 
torrents, and of our val­ 
leys into deserts, 
is menaced 
by the 
operations steadily proceeding ; there is 
scarcely any contem ptible partisan ques­ 
tion so insignificant th a t it w iil not th ru st 
tills great subject out of sight, and it is 
only in the m ost spiritless ami perfunctory 
way th a t any reference to it is ever made. 
As a m atter of fact there are no que: tions 
before the Legislature to day of greater 
consequence 
th an 
this. 
I t 
has 
an 
intim a’e 
and 
m ost 
im portant 
bear­ 
ing 
upon 
the 
drainage 
issue, 
for 
it 
concerns the future condition and charac­ 
ter of our livers. 
If th e Sierra is to he 
stripped of its forests it will be of little 
use to devise elaborate schemes for the 
reclam ation and im provem ent of our val­ 
leys and for the deepening of our riv­ 
ers, 
for the ax of 
the 
woodsman 
is 
setting in m otion n atu ral forces which, if 
suffered 
to 
operate 
unchecked, 
will 
overcome th e best conceived devices of 
hum an 
science, 
and 
overw helm 
our 
valleys 
as 
those 
of 
Southern 
France 
and Sw itzerland and Italy 
have 
been 
overw helm ed 
in 
th e 
past. 
To 
con­ 
vince Congress th a t we are in earnest on 
this subject we m ust show th a t we realize 
the extent and m agnitude of the dangers 
im pending, and w hatever is done should be 
given an emphasis and gravity such as will 
comm and attention. 
O ur Senators and 
R epresentatives m ight well be instructed 
and requested, in some special and signifi­ 
cant way, to use th eir best energies in 
pressing the question of protection to our 
forests, and if it is m ade apparent th a t Cal­ 
ifornia is thoroughly in earnest it is possi­ 
ble th a t som ething w ill be done. 


THE 
RIVER. 


The behavior of th e Sacram ento con­ 
tinues to confirm th e soundness of the 
theory which Captain 
Eads advanced. 
Though there were a t least half a dozen 
breaks in th e levees up and down, the 
w ater 
rose again yesterday to an inch 
beyond th e llood m ark of 
1S78. 
The 
American had fallen considerably also, 
and th e Y uba and F eather were lower by 
several feet th an on Sunday night. 
An 
enormous volume of w ater had escaped 
from the channel, and notw ithstanding this 
the river rose. 
N othing could prove more 
clearly th a t th e result of the breaks and 
the so-called “ relief” of th e river was to 
dim inish its carrying capacity by lessening 
its velocity. 
The speed of th e current 
beiDg thus checked it could not carry half 
the volume which 
before 
any breaks 
occurred it had borne w ith com parative 
ease, 
and so notw ithstanding (or rather 
because of) the m any drains from its 
bankB, it continued to rise u n til it had 
passed the flood hight of 187S. 
I t would 
have been m ost interesting and valuable 
to have had scientific observations of th e ve­ 
locity of the current before and after the 
breaks, b u t unfortunately the S tate Engi­ 
neer’s D epartm ent is w ithout iuuds to 
conduct any such w ork, and so it is im ­ 
possible 
to obtain accurate records of 
phenom ena w hich w ould convey th e m ost 
instructive lessons in regard to the ques­ 
tions now being discussed by th e Legislature. 


I t is hard to persuade th e m an nearest

B enicia, February 1st.—Hon. John W . 
Dwinelle came to Benicia last Friday ruorn- 
iog on the 9:30 train from San Francisco, and 
Loin the hotel here he went into the country 
to transact some business w ith J . M. W ill­ 
iams, a farm er. 
He returned to this city 
and got on the train leaving here at 5*45 p. M. 
fi r San Francisco. 
On arriving a t Port 
Costa he got off the train, and inquired where 
the telegraph office was. 
On being informed, 
the night being dark, he imagined the red 
light at the outer end of the slip to be the 
telegraph office, and ran hastily toward it. 
As he was guiug up the apron in the slip, 
within a few feet of the end, he was hailed 
and told th at the boat had left. 
He paid no 
attention, but went right on to the end of the 
apron and fell over into the water and was 
drowned. 
The affair came to light this 
morning, upon the return of J . M. W illiams 
from San Francisco, where he had been to 
call on M r. Dwinelle. 
N ot finding him at 
his office, he called at his residence, when his 
wife informed him th at he (Mr. Dwinelle) 
was in Benicia. 
This appeared strange, as 
M r. W illiam s bade hitn good-by at the depot 
here on F riday evening, aud he was theu 
bound for San Francisco. 
On M r. W illiam s’ 
return this morning he made inquiries at 
P ort Costa, and was informed th at a person 
answering to the description given had been 
drowned there Friday evening in the manner 
above stated. 
Deceased was a brother of 
Judge Dwinelle of San Francisco, formerly 
County Judge of Contra Costa county. 
The 
body has not yet been recovered. 
THE REPORT POUND TO BE TRUE. 
S an F rancisco, February 1st.—A rumor, 
which was current on the stieet at noon to­ 
day, th at John W . Dwinelle was drowned 
near Benicia on Friday of last week, is found 
to be true. 
H e went on th at clay to visit 
relatives a t Benicia, where tie dined, and 
afterwards set out for home. 
He was seen to 
go on board the feriy-boat Solano, and was 
afterwards seen by the Captain on the Port 
Costa side. 
By some mischance he fell into 
the water, either from the boat or the wharf, 
and was drowned. 
Particulars of the acci­ 
dent have only just reached the city. 
His 
death at the tim e could not have been 
known to any one. 
I t was only after , a pro­ 
longed absence th at inquiry was made for 
him, when it was ascertained th at a man had 
fallen overboard into the river, but his name 
and place of residence were unknown. 
John 
W . Dwinelle was born at Oazenovia, N. Y ., 
about the year 1810, and was about 64 years 
old. 
He graduated at Ham ilton College, and 
studied law in Oazenovia and Syracuse. 
He 
practiced for a while in Ilochester and Ann 
Arbor, and came to this istate in 1849, and 
returned to the E ast in 1853. 
A fter remain­ 
ing a few years he returned, and settled down 
in San Francisco. 
H e had a large practice, 
especially in laud cases. 
H e mastered the 
Spanish language, and was thoroughly ac­ 
quainted w ith Spanish land titles and the 
history of Mexican colonial time3. 
Mr. 
Dwinelle drew the original charter of the 
U niversity, and as a member of the Legisla­ 
ture was largely interested in getting the 
measure through th at body. 
H e sesved for 
some years a3 a member of the Board of 
Regents, and had previously filled the office 
of M ayor of Oakland. 
H e married for the 
second time a few years ago, and resided for 
a while in the city of Alameda, but more re­ 
cently changed his residence to this city.

The situation in regard to the flood re­ 
mained last night without m aterial change 
from w hat it was twenty-four hours previous. 
A t the writing of last report the river marked 
25 feet and 11 inches, which was two inches 
below the highest point reached, and appeared 
to be slowly falling, but yesterday morning it 
again rose 26 feet, which was indicated during 
the day, and last night exceeded that. 
The 
throng of people visiting the city front and 
railroad bridge to witness the highest w-ater 
ever known in the Sacramento continued 
throughout the day, and with no apparent 
diminution of interest. 
There was much less 
flood-wood and floating wrecks to be seen 
yesterday, as these had no doubt been largely 
carried down before. 
Parties Were out, how­ 
ever, with their boats catching floating wood, 
and others upon the half-submerged wharf 
beyond the old W ater IVorks’ buildings, and 
at other points, with spikeqm ks in haud, and 
thus appropriating to their use and benefit 
the materials abandoned or lost by others at 
points further up the river. 
W ithin the city the surface water, which 
had collected in mauy places, has mostly dis­ 
appeared and no si page or intrusion from the 
river has a t any place occurred. 
A rrangem ents were perfected yesterday by 
the Board of C ity Trustees for pumping the 
w ater over the levee a t Sixth and V streets. 
The contract was ret to Carle & Croly to do 
the work, by which they are to keep the 
water clear from the inside of the levee, and 
for which £4.500 coinpeaeation is to be given 
for the first thirty days, -53,500 for the next 
m onth, should the work still be reeded, and 
§3.000 fur the third month.

The 
American river lias slightly fallen, but rain 
on its upper waters are reported. 
The weather yesterday was what may be 
called “ muggy.” 
It was dull and cloudy, 
with some drizzle of rain and a few sprinkles 
of a heavier eider. 
C aptain Cunnix gham of the steamer D ana 
dame down from Colusa yesterday. 
He says 
he has been thirty years on the river, and 
never saw so much water out before—1562 is 
nothing to it. 
The whole countiy between 
here and Colusa is under water. 
The levee3 
of D istrict No. 7 are gone, among others. 
The damage is very heavy : much stock is 
perl-hing. 
.Jacinto is- overflowed. 
A t Co­ 
lusa they are paying men §1 an hour to woik 
on the levees and fight the flood. 
The water 
at K night’s Landing is higher than ever 
known. 
He believes th at there is much 
higher w ater to be looked for here, judging 
from the condition of the river above. 
All 
the basins are already full to overflowing. 
W ater is flowing over from the Sutter into 
the American basin. 
State Engineer H all 
thinks we may have two feet higher water 
here. 
Dispatches in answer to inquiry re­ 
ceived late last evening give information to 
the effect th at a steady, warm rain prevailed 
on the mountains nearly all day yesterday 
along the whole line from Truckee on the 
other side, down nearly to Sacramento on this, 
and th at 
the rainfall still continues at 
this writing—midnight. 
A t midnight the 
gauge at the foot of K street stood 26 
feet plus, with occasional steady markings 
a t 26 feet one-half inch. 
I t was 26 feet dur­ 
ing all the afternoon of yesterday, and at 
this writing the water shows a rising ten­ 
dency. 
Railroad watchmen expressed the 
belief at the gauge last night th at 12 inches 
more would send the water over the levee at 
sei eral places south of N street, and a walk 
down Front street did not develop the pres­ 
ence of levee patrols along th at line at 1 
A. M., but a number of stragglers and night- 
walkers were to be seen in the vicinity. 
In view of these facts, and the present stage 
of the rivers here, and of the constant devel­ 
opm ent of weak places in the levees "f near 
neighbors to Sacramento, it is but ordinary 
prudence to suggest to the Trustees to take 
immediate precau’.i u.arv measures. 
There is 
no intention to create alarm, nor is there im­ 
mediate cause fi r it, but there m ay be witf.in 
a few hours, and a little alarm is much prefer­ 
able to the presence of real danger, 
lierelo- 
f -re on occasions of much lees importance 
the authorities have had car loads of sacked 
earth, cobbles aud brush, with tools in plenty 
ready for application immediately, as well as 
arrangements made for calling together a 
large body of workmen upon understood sig­ 
nals. 
The city is now safe, but the present 
situation would seem to justify every possible 
and even extraordinary precaution being 
taken. 
These expressions reflect the public 
sentiment, which further demands that a 
very strong patrols, fitted out with materials, 
be placed and kept on the levees, especially 
on the north and east, and the section imme­ 
diately below Y street, which is of the same 
character as that which but half a mile below 
was found perforated w ith gopher holes on 
Monday. 
I t would also 
be satisfactory 
to 
the public 
and give renewed 
con­ 
fidence 
to 
know th at the 
Front street 
levee 
is closely 
watched and th at the 
arrangements are such th at the levee can be 
raised two or three feet in as many hours 
along the outer line of the street, especially 
from M street south. 
There are places, it is 
held by many, on th at line, where, with a 
little higher rise, a malicious person, or one 
of the criminal element desiring opportunity 
for pilfering, m ight easily set a stream run­ 
ning aer. *s the street. 
There is a general 
demand th at the slopes of the levees along 
the whole line be searched by those skilled in 
the work for evidences of the burrows of 
rodents. 
The affirmation th at such search 
discloses none will be very gratifying to the 
people. 
I t is to be assumed that the Trustees 
are doing all these things if necessary ; but 
announcement of the steps taken would set at 
rest aoy possible doubts, and answr r the 
rumor that the force patrcling the levees is 
insufficient for such au emergency as may 
happen upon such lung lines ot defense^ 
where a single gopher hole or a depression^ 
may create a crevasse while notice is being 
sent to the city of the discovery.

The Convention of delegates from the va­ 
rious California Pioneer Associations, with 
reference to the erection of a suitable memo­ 
rial to the memory of General John A . S ut­ 
ter, held a meeting a t Pioneer H all last even­ 
ing. 
A. G. H astings of San Francisco was 
called to the chair, and Jam es McCleery of 
Sacramento was elected Secretary. 
A fter briefly considering the object of the 
meeting, W illiam II. M ills was upon motion 
invited to address the Convention. 
In elm- 
plying w ith the request he reviewed the life 
and benefactions of General Sutter at length, 
and in conclusion suggested th at no more ap­ 
propriate monument to his memory could be 
erected than a “ S utter Memorial H all.” 
W . F. Swasey of San Francisco addressed 
the Convention in favor of the appointm ent 
of a committee to memorialize the Legisla­ 
ture to make an appropriation for the erec­ 
tion of a statue of General Sutter. 
H e of­ 
fered the following preamble and resolutions: 
Whereas, The memories th at throng am! cluster 
around the si.e of “ S u ttei’s Fort ” render that spot, 
to the Pioneers, classical and hallowed ground, and 
should be preserved by them , for their posterity, as 
nearly as possible, ill its prim itive condition ; there­ 
fore 
lit*“l m l, T hat it is the duty of the Pioneer or­ 
ganizations, of all classes, throughout the State of 
California, to unite in the purchase and acquisition 
ol the grounds including the rite of 
S u tters 
F ort,” and to ereci thereon a suitable building to be 
utilized as a pleasant home and resting-place for our 
aged, decrepid and indigent |brother Pioneers; that 
sufficient ground should be acquired to enable said 
home to become partially self-sustaining, hy raising 
vegetables, m ilk, butter, chickens, eggs, etc.; that 
the expense of its m intenanee should be defrayed 
by an equitable assessment upon said organizations. 
In support of the resolution M r. Swasey 
said he had conversed with a number of pi­ 
oneers from different parts of the State, and 
in every instance this proposal m et with a 
hearty indorsement. 
In carrying out its in­ 
tentions they can rely upon our brother 
Pioneers of New York for material aid, as 
he believed they originated the idea of ac­ 
quiring said property, and have volunteered 
assistance in the m atter. 
H e thought the 
lack of some such prov’ ’ r as is contem­ 
plated in the resolution, on the part of the 
Pioneer organizations, has been a subject of 
frequent reproach and unfriendly criticism. 
In his opinion the num ber of Pioneers who 
would be likely to avail themselves of such 
hospitality would be insignificant compared 
to the am ount of good th at would result, and 
he doubted if the number would ever exceed a 
score at any one time. 
The expenses, to be 
defrayed by a pro rata tax upon the different 
societies of the State, would be light upon 
each, and could not become burdensome upon 
any. 
H e was also in favor of the building 
being so constructed as to afford temporary 
accommodation for any or all of the Pioneer 
organizations of the State, who m ight desire 
to hold an annual reunion upon the spot that 
should ever be to us consecrated ground. 
L. J . H ardy. Jr., of San Francisco, was in 
favor of obtaining, if possible, a sufficient 
appropriation from the Legislature ut its 
present session to erect a suitable monument 
to the memory of General Sutter. 
He was 
also in favi r of purchasing so much of the 
Sutter F ort property as should be necessary’, 
in order to preserve the old fi rt as a relic. 
This would be a monument which would con­ 
nect the present and the future, 
He was not 
in favor of the entire grounds being pur­ 
chased and building erected for a home for 
indigent Pioneers. 
H e thought the several 
organizations could take care of any indigent 
members of theirs better and with less ex­ 
pense than in the manner proposed by the 
resolutions submitted. 
Mr. Swasey spoke in favor of the proposi­ 
tion to build the home, as fulfilling the 
obligation due to those whom it ia proposed 
to benefit, aud also as the best way to aid 
and relieve such as may come within its pur­ 
pose. 
E . O. F. Hastings, of San F raneisco, thought 
some line of action should be determined 
upon in this m atter. 
As the first action to 
be taken to bring the m atter before the Con­ 
vention, he moved as the sense of the Con­ 
vention, that it is deemed advisable to pur­ 
chase two blocks of the old fort, for the pur­ 
pose of erecting thereon a memorial to 
General Rutter. 
This was to be subject to 
the provisions contained in the report here­ 
tofore made, which was to the effect th at if 
the ground a t the fort could not be pur­ 
chased for a reasonable sum, then that such 
memorial be erected in the E ast Capitol 
grounds. 
» 
A fter seme farther remarks by various 
members of the Convention, George Cad- 
walader moved th at the resolutions offered 
by M r. Swasey be referred to the Committee 
on Site. 
John S. M iller stated that at the tim e of 
General Sutter's death a committee was ap­ 
pointed to examine as to the title to the 
grounds upon which the Sutter F ort is lo­ 
cated, and he was not aware th at definite in­ 
formation had been obtained. 
Mr. Cadwalader stated what action had 
been taken in reference to the m atter, and 
th at the owner at Chicago had been written 
to upon the subject, 
J . II. M cKune thought a special commit­ 
tee should be appointed to look into the m at­ 
ter of purchasing the site; then to deter 
mine whether a m onum ent or building should 
be erected upon i t and then to carry out that 
plan. 
H e moved th at such au executive 
committee be appointed by the (Chairman of 
this Convention, with a member from each of 
the California Pioneer Societies upon the 
committee, both of those in this State and 
elsewhere. 
The Chair stated he would entertain this 
motion as an am endm ent to the motion to re­ 
fer the resolution to the Committee on Rite. 
The motion of M r. M cKune was submitted 
to a vote and lost. 
A. P . Catlin favored referring the resolu­ 
tions to the Committee on Site ; abo the 
purchase of the two blocks where the fort is 
located. 
H e said the owner of the Sutter 
F o rt property owned six blocks in th at vicin­ 
ity, and had a t one time offered them all for 
59,000. 
A t th at time he also asked 54,000 
fur the two blocks at the fort, bu t he was 
willing to have a gentleman who resides at 
San Jose set a value upon them, and he 
would accept v, haiever th at gentleman said. 
The motion of Mr. Cadwaladerwas adopted. 
M r. Hastings then withdrew his motion in 
favor of purchasing the Sutler F o rt grounds. 
I. N . Hoag, Secretary of the State Agri­ 
cultural Society, being called upon, stated 
th at the present pavilion and lot upon which 
it stands are owned by the county of Sacra­ 
mento. 
The building ha3 been found inade­ 
quate for State Fair purposes. 
I t has been 
proposed on this account th at a larger build­ 
ing be provided. 
The Supervisors of the 
county have been consulted in reference to 
disposing of the building and erecting another 
on the east Capitol grounds in connection 
with aid from the State. 
The sale of the 
pavilion to Sacram ento has been talked of 
for a city hall, and later, th at it be purchased 
as an arsenal for the State National Guard, 
lu 
the 
event 
of 
its 
sale 
it 
has 
bieD proposed th at the proceeds be ap­ 
plied 
towards 
erecting 
a 
fine 
la-ge 
memorial hall or pavilion in the center of the 
east Capitol grounds, in which the portion of 
the State Fatrnotv heldin the Pavilion, would 
be better accommodated, and for which the 
State, it was believed, through the Legisla­ 
ture, could respond iu aid ot its erection. 
General S utter was in early days largely 
engaged in agriculture, stock raising, and in 
the general industries of the State, which are 
represented in the State Fairs, and hence a 
memorial to the memory of General Sutter 
could be erected in no place so appropriate as 
in such a State Agricultural H all. 
For this 
reason it is suggested th at should such new 
building be determined upon, the Pioneers 
join ia erecting the tame, and place in it a 
monument or memorial to the memory of 
General Sutter, pierhapa in the form of a 
m iniature fort, in the center of the building. 
M r. Cadwalader moved th at a committee 
of five be appointed to confer with the State 
Board of Agriculture, and report to au ad­ 
journed meeting of the Convention. 
M r. M cKune was opposed to the motion, 
because he regatdtd the proposition for the 
Pioneers to join in such a plan as im practi­ 
cable, and not in the interests of the pur­ 
pose for which the present Convention was 
called. 
M r. Swasey was in favor of the motion, if 
the proposed plan can be carried out and a 
memorial of some kind also be erected at 
Sutter’s F o rt 
M r. Catlin was opposed to the Pioneer As­ 
sociation joining in such a movement, and 
also was satisfied th at it could not be made 
successful. 
The motion of M r. Cadwalader was lost 
The motion of Mr. H astisgs was then re­ 
newed by him, to the effect' th at it was the 
sense of the Convention th at the site of the 
fort, n o t to exceed tw o blo ck s, b e purchased 
to be used for memorial purposes, provided 
the same can be had fo r a rea so n a b le price. 
The motion was unanimously adopted. 
Mr. M cKune moved th at a committee of 
three be appointed to petition the Legisla­ 
ture to appropriate an amount sufficient to 
erect a statue commemorative of General 
Sutter. 
The motion was seconded by M r.

Cadwalader m ovedjthat a" committee 
of three be appointed to confer with the State 
Board of A griculture and report to an ad­ 
journed meeting of the Convention any prop­ 
osition which may be made by the Board 
looking to the erection of such a building as 
has been proposed. 
Mr. M cKune moved to lay the motion of 
M r. Cadwalader on the table. 
Ruled out of order. 
The motion of Mr. Cadwalader was then 


aiopted, and George Cadwalader, W . F. 
Swasey and E . U. F . Hastings were appointed 
as such committee. 
The Chairman also appointed J . H . M c­ 
K une, George Cadwalader and A. P . Catlin 
as a committee to draft a memorial to the 
Legislature for an appropriation to erect a 
statue of General Sutter. 
The President of the Association made a 
brief address in favor of erecting a home for 
indigent Pioneers.

Interesting Exercises a t the Pavilion Last 


N ig h t. 


Such of the companies of the F irst A rtil­ 
lery Regiment, Fourth Brigade, as are lo­ 
cated in Sacramento, were reviewed by Gov­ 
ernor Perkins, Cominander-in-Chief N . G. 
C., at the Pavilion last evening. 
Invita­ 
tions 
in 
large num ber 
had 
been 
is­ 
sued, 
and 
the 
consequence 
was 
an 
attendance considerably beyond the seat­ 
ing 
capacity of the 
hall 
as arranged. 
Fully 1,500 persons occupied the tieis of 
seats set against the east and west walls of 
the main hall. General Sheehan and staff re­ 
ceived guests at tlie door, and aided by mem­ 
bers of Colonel Haym ond’s staff and officers 
ot the battalion, did their best to seat the 
m ultitude. 
Governor Perkins and staff with 
the M ilitary Committees of the Legislature 
and m ilitary guests, occupied seats in the west 
of the hall. 
N eat programmes were distrib­ 
uted on the head of which appeared this note : 
“ The F irst A rtillery Regiment, Fourth 
Brigade, N . G. C., is the only regiment of 
artillery in 
the 
N ational Guard of the 
United States. 
This regiment was organized 
on the 19th of March, 16S0. 
I t consists of 
six companies, and one cadet company, v iz : 
Companies A, B, and G, located in Sacra- 
atento ; Company E, located at Catnpton- 
ville, Y uba county ; Company C, located at 
Nevada ; and Company D, locate! at l ’iacer- 
vilie ; and the cadet company, the Governor's 
Guard, located at Sacramento. 
Companies 
A, B, and G, and the cadet company partici­ 
pate in this review. 
The regiment is armed 
with breech-loading Springeld riflet, four 12th 
Napoleon guns, two 12th brass howitzers, 
two three-inch rifled guns, and two Gatling 
guns.” 
A t 8:15 General Sheehan aud staff took 
position on the west of the hall, and the b at­ 
talion, under command of Colonel Creed 
Haymond (who was supported by his staff), 
marched into the main hall from the smaller 
one. 
The line was formed under direction of 
the Chief of the Brigade Staff, and the troop3 
were reviewed by Governor Perkins. 
The 
review passed off in excellent style, and was 
commented upon flatteringly by vi-iting mili­ 
tary gentlemen. 
The companies appeared 
with full ranks and the battalion excited sur­ 
prise by reason of its numerical strength. The 
review was followed by a brigade dress 
parade, in which the companies appeared to 
still better advantage, although they were 
cramped for room. 
Iu the manual of arms 
the proficiency was greater than iu the move­ 
ments at any time during the evening, but 
in the latter higher degree of excellence » as 
manifest than was deemed possible in such 
limited space. 
The brigade art st parade was 
f flowed by an exhibition artillery drill by a 
section of Company A, under command of 
Captain Atwood. 
The section appeared to 
fine advantage, and afforded the audience the 
most directly interesting exhibition of the 
evening. 
The section went through the firing 
drill 
and 
the 
uulimbering 
of 
one 
of the 
heaviest pieces of 
the battery, 
with precision and a degree of excellence 
uulookefl for. 
A battalion dress parade fol­ 
lowed, the Governor’s Guard (cadets), out of 
compliment to the Governor, acting as color 
company. 
The manual of arms in this 
parade was even better than th at previously 
given. 
There were opportunities and causes 
for criticism, but not of sufficient importance 
to w arrant censure when the condition of the 
battalion three years ago is brought to mind, 
aud its rapjd progress since remembered. 
The chief defect, of whiclt mention may now 
be profitably made, was a nervous haste 
on the part of many of the guard, 
to 
be prom pt in movement of the arm at 
the word, and an apparent difficulty 
to 
observe rigidly, 
on 
the 
part of 
some, 
the command “ F ront,” following a dressing 
of the line. 
Among the artillerymen also 
several different methods ol holding the saber 
was noticeable, four distinct styles being ob­ 
served in a single rank. 
Guard-mounting 
closed the exercises of tlie evening. 
I t was 
the most pleasing infantry exhibition of the 
occasion, and was conducted with marked 
precision and excellerfce. 
In this exercise 
Captain T. \V. Sheehan was Officer of the 
Day. 
The four companies, A, B, G and the 
Governor’s Guard, then marched to their 
armories, and the assemblage was dismi sed. 
M any guests went into the lower hall to ex­ 
amine 
the 
battery 
anil 
Gatling 
guns, 
¡rich 
were ready for 
their inspection. 
During the evening the F irst A rtillery Band 
was the recipient of many compliments for 
the superior music it furnished. 
The artil­ 
lery company, with the band as guests, at the 
close of the exercises enjoyed a collation in 
their armory. 
There was plenty to eat, good 
music, with wit and much jollity. 
A t 10:30 
the board of officers of the brigade, undtr 
direction of Geneial Sheehan and accompa­ 
nied by Governor I’erkius, A djutant-G eneral 
Backus, M ajor Turner, the regim ental offi­ 
cers, the company commissioned officers, the 
members of fits Senate aud Assembly' Com­ 
mittees on M ilitary Affairs, General Cad- 
walader of Red Bluff, Captain Fritz of San 
Francisco, Colonel J . Henley Sm ith of San 
Francisco, Colonel C. F. Crocker of San 
Francisco, Colonel Dickinson ■ f San F ran­ 
cisco, and Captain Brown of Camptonville, 
marched to the H otel Langham, where the 
brigade, Tegimental and company officers gave 
a banquet. 
Covers were laid for forty-eight 
persons.

The K lam ath at M artin’s 
ferry, the junction of T rinity river, rose 82 
fett above low-water mark, aud the wire 
crossing at Saint’s Rest, near Orleans Bar, 
has been carried away. 
Scott m ountain is 
still blocked with deep snow, but the stage 
company ia working hard to get through. 
No through mail has teen received by the 
Sacramento river rend for the past two days. 
P it river being too high to cross. 
The nev 
bridge on the Oregon road at Shasta river had 
a close call Sunday, and if the present rain 
continues long, may take a sail to the ocean. 
The ground is thoroughly water-soaked, fill­ 
ing the mining claims aud cellars, and caus­ 
ing slides in the mountains. 
Y reka.—A warm, light rain has fallen all 
day, which has melted off all the snow in the 
valleys. 
Mail communication with Oregon 
continues, but none from the a <uth. 
The 
dream s are st’fl up to the highest point, and 
there are no signs of clearing up. 


COLUSA. 
COLUSA—The ti ver here last evening was 
tw enty-five and eighty hundredths feet above 
low water. 
This 
is the highest w ater. 
The water in the tules east was two feet 
higher thap ever htfore ; also some higher on 
the we»t. • So there was more w ater passing 
down the valley than was ever known be­ 
fore, 
The liver fell nearly two inches last 
night,but none to-day. It is now (12 si.) rain­ 
ing. 
3 he ltvees of District No. 70, on the 
Sutter tide, six miles below town, gave way 
yesterday, aud did immense damage—un­

The stage from M arysville to Colusa yester­ 
day was on the road when the ruth of water 
cait.e alter it and drowned two of the horses.

G rid le y .—The flood in this section has 
been quite general, the greater portion of the 
damage liting done eaitn f the California and 
Oregon Railroad and between it and Feather 
river. 
Tne east side of town was flooded by 
the overflow on the Feather at 2 o’clock ye - 
terday morning. 
The water was from two to 
four feet deep until this morning, when it 
began to recede. 
M any dwellings have been 
injured by the cella-s caving and foundations 
giving way. Several fam iltts were compelled 
to hastily remove, and a large num ber of 
ranchers living on the lowlands near Feather 
river and tributary- sloughs had to vacate 
Iheir homes.

with a field-glass from the roof of the depot 
the C'.ttntry west of here appears to be au in­ 
land sea thirty mil •« wide.

CONGRESSIONAL. 


[srEClAL BY TELEGRAPH TO T11B RECORD-UNION.] 


S e n a te . 
Washington, February 1st.—Moraran, from the 
Electoral Count Committee, reported Ingalls’ rcso 
lution on the subject, with a concurrent resolution 
as a substitute. 
It reads : 
‘ Jlcsdved, That the two Houses of Congress 
shall assemble in the House of Representatives on 
Wednesday, the 9th of February, 1881, at 12 m., and 
the President of the Senate shall be the presiding 
officer. 
One person shall be appointed as teller on 
the part of th e Senate and two on the part of the 
House, to make a list of votes as they shall be de­ 
clared. That result shall be delivered to the Presi­ 
dent of the Senate, who shall announce the state of 
the vote on the persons elected to the two Houses, 
assemble 1 a? aforesaid, which shall be d?>emed a 
declaration of the persons elected President and 
Vice-President of the Uni ed Stales, and together 
w iih a list oí votes shall be eutered in the journal 
of the two Houses.” 
Section 2 provides th at if it shall apjiear th at any 
votes of Electors for President and Vied-President 
of the United States have been given on any other 
day than that fixed for the castirgof such votes by an 
Act of Congress, in pursuance of the Constitution 
of the United States ; and if the counting or om it­ 
ting of the count of such votes shall not essentially 
change the result of the election, they shall be re­ 
ported by the President of the Senate, in the fol­ 
lowing term s: 
“ Were the votes of election cast on th e 
day 
r.f 
. 1880, to be counted the result would be, 
for A B, for President of the United States, ----- ■ 
votes ; aud for C D, for Vice-President of the United 
States, 
votes. 
If not counted the result would 
be for A B, for President of the United S ta te s ,----- 
voteH ; for C D, for Vice-President of th 3 United 
S ta te s, 
votes ; but in either e v e n t 
is elect­ 
ed President of the United States. 
And in the same 
m anner for Vice President.” 
Morgan asked present consideration of the reso­ 
lution. 
Edmunds said that inasmuch as the Senator from 
Colorado (Tiller) and h mseli. two members of the 
committee from which the report had come, either 
were not invited or failed to get their invitations to 
the m eeting last night, at which he understood this 
am endm ent was agreed upon, he thought they 
would like to see it in print before committing them ­ 
selves for or against it. 
He therefore asked that it 
go over for one day under the rules. 
Thurman asked what Edmunds m eant by s h a k ­ 
ing of a m eeting last night. 
There had been none. 
Edmunds said he understood a meeting was held 
last night at which the am endm ent was adopted. 
Thurrnan denied it. The resolution was ordered 
printed. 
The Chinese treaties were reported, with recom­ 
mendations for ratification. 
Kirkwood and Dawes further discussed the Ponca 
question. 
Kirkwood criticised Dawes for laboriously tryiug 
to cast discredit on the United States for'its acts 
where no such discredit was properly attributable. 
The Secretary had furnished all the information 
necessary and in ample time. 
As to the killing of 
Rig Snake, th at Indian was insubordinate, had often 
left his reservation and resisted arrest, declaring 
that he would rather die than submit. 
In shooting 
him the soldier supposed him to be armed, although 
it afterwards seemed that he was not. 
Dawes’ feel­ 
ings had beclouded his judgment. 
He did not be­ 
lieve th at Dawes had intended in his recently pub­ 
lish e d statem ent respecting Secretary Schurz’s par­ 
ticipation in Congressional investigations to reflect 
on him (Kirkwood) as Chairman of the Senate 
committee, but such might be the inference. 
There 
had been a theory advanced, that the Secretan of 
the Interior had been guilty of baseness and'die- 
lionor and of intim idatiug the Poncas into comnig 
to Washington and saying that they were satisfied 
with their land. 
The Secretary had taken an inter­ 
est in disproving this theory. 
D¿\wes disclaimed any intention of r e n t i n g on 
Kirkwood, bu t ué 
objected tó a Cabinet officer 
being in the c »mraittee-room examining the Com­ 
mission on their re p irt to the President, which had 
not yet been published, and he objected to the 
general conduct cf the Secretary in the m atter, in 
having a stenographer take an abstract for the As­ 
sociated Press without permission of the Commis­ 
sion. 
The subject was finally dropped. 
Logan wanted the Grant retirem ent bill made the 
sjiecial order for Thursday. 
Vest and Eaton objecting, he said he thought if 
the Senate could listen to an hour’s debate on a 
dead Indian, it might be disposed to find a little 
tim e fo ra live Gentral. 
The Pension bill was then taken up in Committee 
of the Whole. 
The Senate amendments were agreed to. 
Booth, in charge of the bill, subm itted an amend­ 
m ent which he said had the approval of three mem­ 
bers of the Pension Committee, to whom he had an 
opportunity to show it, appropriating, to supply de­ 
ficiencies, 
for the fiscal year 1881, $17,692,000, 
namely, for pensions for army invaliis and their 
widows, minors and dependent relations, including 
arrears to survivors of the War of 1S12, and their 
w idows, provided the am ount expended for each of 
the above items shall be accounted for separately. 
The am endm ent also appropriated for navy pen­ 
sions to invalids, widows, minors and dependent 
relatives, 8560,274, provided the appro]>riation afore­ 
said for navy pensions shall be ¡mid from the income 
of the naval pension fund, so far as the same may 
be sufficient for th at pur]>o3e, and provided further, 
th at the am ount expended for each of the above 
item s shall be accounted for separately. 
It also ap­ 
propriates $30,000 for fees of examining surgeons, 
as provided by several Acts of Congress. 
T h e a m e n d m e u t w a s a d o p te d . 
Ingalls moved to amend the bill by striking out 
the provision requiring accrued pensions due in valid 
pensioners to be paid by the Commissioner of Pen­ 
sions in installments. 
After a debate, participated in by Ingalls, Beck, 
W ithers and Logan, the am endm ent was rejected— 
ayes 25, noes 26. 
Pending a motion for .an executive session, the 
Chairman laid before the Senate a message from the 
President, with accompanying document?, in refer­ 
ence to the Ponca Indiaus. 
The reading of a message from the President u¡*on 
its presentation being the usage of Senate require­ 
m ent, it was technically complied with, at the sug­ 
gestion of Edmunds, by reading the initiatory por­ 
tion, when the message w.is informally laid aside, 
and w ithout disposing of the bill the Senate ad­ 
journed.
